FIRST DAY. 



Monday, August 29, 1864. 

In accordance with the call of the Democratic National Committee, the delegates 
to the National Convention, assembled at twelve o'clock, noon, to-day, in^the Am- 
phitheatre, in Chicago, Illinois. 

Mr. AUGUST BELMONT, of New York, Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, addressing the delegates as follows, called the convention to order : 

ADDRESS OF MK. BELMONT. 

Gentlemen op the Convention : We are assembled here to-day, at the National 
■Democratic Convention, for the purpose of nominating candidates for the Presidency 
and Yice -Presidency of the United States. This task, at all times a most important 
and arduous one, has, by the sad events of our civil \var, assumed an importance and 
responsibility of the most fearful najture. Never, since the formation of our govern- 
ment, has there been an assemblage, the proceedings of which were fraught with 
more momentous and vital results, than those which must flow from your action. 
Towards you, gentlemen, are directed at this moment the anxious fears and doubts, 
nat only of millions of American citizens, but also of every lover of civil liberty 
throughout the world. [Cheers.] In your hands rests, under the ruling of an all- 
wise Providence, the future of this Republic. Four years of misrule, by a sectional, 
fanatical and corrupt party, have.brought our country to the very verge of ruin. The 
past and present are sufficient warnings of the disastrous consequenc<^^s which would 
befall us if Mr. Lincoln's re-election should be made possible by our want of patriot- 
ism and unity. The inevitable results of such a calamity must be the utter disinteg^ 
ratioti of our whole political and social system amidst bloodshed and anarchy, with 
the great problems of liberal progress and self-government jeopardized for genera- 
tions to come. 

The American people have at last awakened to the conviction that a change of 
policy and administration can alone stay our downward course ; and they will rush 
to the support of your candidate aud platform, provided you will offer to their suf- 
frage a tried patriot, who has proved his devotion to the Union and the constitution, 
and provided that you pledge him and yourselves to maintain that hallowed inherit- 
ance by every effort and sacrifice in your power. [Loud applause.] Let us, at the 
very outset of our proceedings, bear in mind that the dissensions of the last demo- 
cratic eonvention were one of the principal causes which gave the reins of govern- 
ment into the hands of our opponents ; and let us beware not to fall again into the 
same fatal error. We must bring at the altar of our country the sacrifice of our pre- 
judices, opinions and convictions—- however dear and long cherished they may be —

from tlie mom(nit tlicy threaten the harmony and miity of action so indispensable tp 
our success. We archere not as war democrats, nor as peace democrats, but as citi- 
zens of the great liepublic; which we will strive to bring back to its former greatness 
and prosperity, without one single star taken from the brilliant constellation that 
once encircled its youthful brow. [Cheers.] Let peace and disinterested patriotism, 
tempered by moderation andtforbearanQC, preside over our deliberations ; 'and, under 
the blessings of the Almighty, the sacred cause of the Union, the constitution and 
the laws, must prevail against ftmaticism and treason. [Loud cheering.] ' 

Mr. BELMONT, on concluding his brief address, nominated for temporary chair- 
man of the convention, Hon. William Biglcr, of Pennsylvania. The nomination wa8 
received with great cheering, and vfas unanimously approved. 

Mr. BIGLER oij taking the chair, wa^ received with loud and long continood 
applause. Wlien Mic cheers had subsiddd, he^ addressed the convention as follows '- 

ABDKESS OF MK. BIGLEE. 
"^ Gentlemen of the Convention: I am greatly honored in your selection of me 
to preside over the preliminary deliberations of this body. My acknowledgments for 
this high compliment, and for the kind greetings just extended to me by this vast 
concourse of my fellow citizens, will be best manifested by a proper dischiTge of the 
duties of the position to which you have called me. 

It is not expected, nor would it bo befitting in ^me assuming the temporary Presi- 
dency of the convention, that he should enter upon any general discussion of the 
many interesting topics suggested by the unhappy ^condition of our country. A brief 
allusion to the occasion and purposes of our as>sembling is all that will be necessary. 
No. similar body ever assembled in America with mightier objects before it, or to 
which such a vast proportion of the- American people looked with such profound 
solicitude for measures to promote the welfare of the country and Advance theip in- 
dividual happiness. 

the termination of democratic rule in this country was the end of peaceful rela> 
tions between the States and the people. The elevation of a sectional party to au- 
thority at Washington, the culmination of a long indulged and acrimonious war of 
crimination and re-crimination between extreme men of the North and South, waa 
promptly followed bv dissolution and civil war. And in the progress of that war the « 
very bulwarks of civil liberty have been imperiled and the whole fabric brottght'to 
the very verge of destruction. And now, at the end of more than three years of a 
war unparalleled in modern times, for its mar^nitude and for its barbarous desolations, 
—after more than two millions of men have been called jinto the field, on our side 
alone, after the knd has been literally drenched in fraternal blood, and wailings and 
lamentations are heard in every corner of our common country, the hopes of the 
Union, our cherished object, are in nowise improved. The men now in authority, 
because of the feud which they have so long maintained with violent and unwise 
men of the South, and because of a blind fanaticism about an institution of some of 
the States, in relation to which they have no duties to perform and no responsibili- 
ties to bear, are rendered incapable of adopting the proper means to rescue our 
country, — our whole country — from its present lamentable condition. Then, gentle- 
men, it is apparent that the first indispensable step to the accomplishment of thi$ 
<rreat work is the overthrow, by the ballot, of the present administration, and ,the 
Faauguration of another, in its stead, which shall directly and zealously, but temper*' 
ately and justly, wield all the influence and power of the government to bring Ahont 
a speedy settlement of the national troubles on the principles of the constitution and 
o^ terms honorable and just to, all sections, North and South, East and West; on^ 
which shall stand unfalteringly by civil and religiouB liberty ; one which, instead of 
relying solely on its own peculiar dogmas and doctrines and the ravages of the sword; 
shall refer the national troubles to the people, the fountain of political authority, 
and to the States under the forms of the constitution; one which shall have no con- 
ditions precedent to the restoration of the Union, but which shall diligently seek 
that result as the consummation of permanent peace amongst the States and renewed 
fraternity amongst the people. ., , ; 

Gentlemen, we have been commissioned by the people to come here and initiate 
steps to accomplish these great objects ; to select au agent and the agencies in this 
good work. That the task will be well performed I have unfaltering faith ; and that

the people may sanction and God may bless these means to the desired end is toy 
sincere prayer. ' ' 

Eey. R.*IL CLARKSOIS', D. D., of the Protestant Episcopal Church, then opened 
tae proceedings with prayer, inYoking the Divine blessing in the following words : 

PRAYEE. 

Almighty and Most Merciful Gob, King of Kings and Lord of Lords, who rulest 
in the armies of heaven, and among the inhabitants of- earth, wo supplicate Thy 
divine blessing upon this great people, assembled here in Thy,preBenco this day. Be 
mercifully pleased, Lord, to prosper and direct ail their consultations to the ad- 
iraneement of Thy glory, the good of Thy church, and the safety, honor, and' welfare 
of c%r beloved nation. Forgive, Father of Mercies, the sins and transgfessiiioiig 
that have brought upon us the desolation of civil war; endue our rulers with 
wir^om from on high and revive in all our hearts a spirit of devotion to the public 
good; restrain the wrath of man, and save the shedding of blood. We commend 
to Thy Almighty protection and loving care our brethren who are this day perilino- 
their lives for us in the camp and in the field ; have pitv upon all suffering from 
wounds and sickness; heal, Merciful Futher, the sorrows- of the bereaved and 
broken hearted ; and hasten the time, Lord, when unity, peace and concord shall 
once more prevail in our beloved land, when war shall cease from all the earth, and 
when righteousness, justice and liberty shall everywhere abound, and when a/l the 
nations of the earth shall rejoice in thy salvation. All which we ask in the name 
and for the sake/of Jesus Christ our i^ord, to whom, with Thee, the Father, arid 
Thee, Holy Ghost, be all honor and power and glory, world without end. Amm 

SECRETARIES PRO TEM. 

Mr. SANFORD E. CHURCH, of New York, moved that Messrs. E. 0. Pemn, of 
New York, Moses M. Strong, of Wisconsin, and J. M. Tower, of New Jersey,' be 
appointed temporary secretaries of the convention. Carried.

Mr. W. Y. McGRATH, of Pennsylvania: I move that a committee of^orie from 
each State be selected, by the delegates of each State, as a Committee on Organiza- 
tion. . . ' 

Mr. JOHN A. GREEN, of New York : I suggest that it would be more proper to 
cair the roll of the States in order. 

Whereupon, by consent, the roll was called in the following order: Maine, New 
Hampshire, Yermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Yofk, iHew 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Califiornia, Kansas, Oregon, each State 
furnishing the credentials of its deiegiites. 

Mr. McGRATH, of Pennsylvania: I move that a committee be appointed, con- 
sisting of one member from each State, for the purpose of arranging the permanent 
organization of this body. < 

Which motion, being submitted to the convention, prevailed. * 

Mr. S. J. TILDEN, of New York : I have in my hands the official report of the 
democratic convention that met in 18S0, which was the last democratic convention 
that convened and consummated its deiiberatioiis and gave continued peace to the 
country. I offer you this resolution : 

2Usohed, That a committee of one delegate from each State, to be selected bv the delegations 
thereof, be appointed to report resolutions, and that all resolutiong in relation to a pktform of the 
democratic party be referred to said committee, >n presentation, without debate. 

Which resolution vras adopted. ^ 

Mr. S. S.^COX, of Ohio, offered a resolution that the Committee on Organization 
be instructed to report rules for the government of this convention, and that in the 
meantime the rules of the last convention be the rules of this body Which reso- 
lution, being submitted to the convention, was adopted. 

Mr. E. B. 0|jDS, of OMo : I move the appointment of a committee of one from 
each State, to be a Committee on Credentials, to be selected by the respective delft- 
gates. Carried.

ADJOURNMENT. 

MR. HAMILTON ALLRICKS, of Pennsylvania : I move tliat when this con- 
vention adjourn, it adjourn to meet at four o'clock this afternoon. 

Mr. C. L. LAMBERTON, of Pennsylvania : It is the desire of those around 
me that we do not now adjourn, but that we proceed now with our organization. I 
believe each delegation has selected the individual to represent it on the different 
committees, and I know we want to get through with this nomination in 
harmony, and go home with as little delay as possible. -I think the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania should withdraw his resolution relative to an adjourn- 
ment, to see if, after a call of the States, we cannot proceed with our organizatioa ^ 
at oaca # 

Mr. 4-LLllIGKS, of Pennsylvania : I have not moved to adjourn, but have only 
moved to meet at a certain time, after we shall have once adjourned, that we may at 
that time hear the report of the Committee on Organization. 

§;^\[r, YIRGIL HICKOX, of Illinois, said that he had a communication to be pre^ 
sfeulied to the convention. 

The CHAIRMAN, announced that the motion to adjourn to four o'clock this after- 
noon was now before the convention, 

Mr.GEORaE H, PENDLETON, of Ohio: I move to amend, that when the 
convention adjourn, it adjourn to meet at twelve o'clock to-morrow. 

Mr. L. W. POWELL, of Kentucky: Before the motion is put, I desire to re-, 
mind the convention that under the resolution which has been passed, each State is 
required to present a member to act on the Committee on Resolutions. There are 
from the State of Kentucky two sets of delegates. They have agreed to act harmo 
niously in this convention. [Loud cheers.] We desire that there shall be one del- 
egate from each of our seperate delegations appointed on the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. We ask, however, that they have but one vote in the committee. 

The CHAIRMAN: The chair would suggest that the motion is not a motion to 
adjourn, but as to when we shall meet after the adjournment takes place. The gen- 
tleman's motion, therefore, would be out of order. 

Mr. POWELL, of Kentucky: I ask, then, the unanimous consent of the conven- 
tion. 

There being no objection offered to the request, 

The CHAIRMAN announced that the motion would be entertained. 

Mr. POWELL, of Kentucky: I move, then, that the Kentucky delegations be 
allowed to have one member from each delegation on the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, but that both have but one vote in the committee. 

Which motion was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN: The question now recurs on the motion of the gentleman 
from Ohio, that when the convention adjourn, it adjourn to meet at twelve o'clock to 
morrow. 

Mr. PENDLETON, of Ohio : At the suggestion of several gentlemen in my im- 
mediate vicinity, I wish to modify the motion, by substituting ten o'clock to-mor- 
row for twelve. 

The motion, as modified, was put and lost; whereupon 

The question 'Recurred on the original motion to adjourn to four o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon. .. 

Mr. WILLIAM ALLEN, of Ohio: We have several working hours of this day . 
before us, and may, before we now adjourn, do m-uch to abbreviate the labor and 
the difficulty before us. I believe that the hour to which we should adjourn can be 
better fixed at the adjournment of our deliberations this day, and, therefore, move 
that the motion now before the body be laid upon the table. 

Which motion prevailed. 

DELEGATES FEOM THE TERRITOEIES AND SOUTHERN STATES. 
Mr. JOHN B. WELLER, of California: I offer the following resolution: 

Resolved, That gentleriien, not exceeding three in number, and known to be me&bers of the dem- 
ocratic party from each of the organized territories of the United States, be allowed seats in this 
convention, with the privilege of participating in debate, but without the right to vote. 

Mr. GEORGE W. MORGAN, of Ohio: I move that the motion just offered be 
amended, so as to ei^race three delegates from each of the southern States that may 
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\)e now present, with the right to join in the debate but not- to vote. If our breth- 
ren of the Southern States who desire to return to the Union, are here represented, I 
would .wish to see them admitted, fitpplause and some faint hisses,] And I would 
suggest that democrats from the District of Columbia be included. 

The mover of the original resolution accepted the amendment. 

Mr. TILDEN, of New York, qanie forW^d, ascended the* platform in front of the 
chair, and said: 

Mr. Chairman : Before the question is taken upon this resolution, I wish to ad- 
dress to the delegated representatives of the democratic party a single suggestion on 
Hiis subject We are assembled here.t^, perform the greatest and grandest task tjiat 
any body of men have ever undertaken on thia continent We com-e here under the, 
responsibility of a delegation of the organized democracy of our rest)ective States, 
ana it is now proposed to introduce among us a considerable number of gentlemen 
—who knows wjio ?— to participate in our deliberaiions. What reason is there for 
admitting three gentlemen, even if they do belong to the democratic party, unac--. 
credited to us, from any Territory, any more than the same number of ge^itlemen 
froni any State ? We might feel Inclined to have the Territories represented,' but if 
so they should come here accredited as we are. In my Judgment nothing but dan- 
ger, nothing but confusion, nothing but disorder, can result from introducing here 
unknown, irresponsible men, who may wish perhaps to deliver themselves of speeches 
to this solemn and august assembly. [Cheers.] It is necessary, at the very outget, 
^at we address ourselves to our great duty in the spirit ^f our delegated authority. 
With these views and for these reasons I move to lay this resolution and the amend- 
ment thereto on the table. 

Mr. WILLIAM E. NIBLACK, of Indiana: I beg the gentleman to withdraw 
the motion and allow the subject to be referred to the Committee on Credentials 

Which suggestion was adopted, and t^ie matter was so referred. 

LETTERS FEOM DELEGATES IN MILITARY PRISONS. 

Mr. CHARLES A. WICKLIFFE, of Kentucky: I hold in my hand a communis 
^tion trom each of two delegates to this convention designated by thekemocracy of 
Kentucky as representatives in this body. But the hand of power—of unlawful and 
lawless power— has been laid upon them and they now rest in prison in our State- 
but from the walls of that prison they desire to address what I hold in my hand to 
*^is^ii'^ention, and which I now present and ask to hate read.

I^e CHAIRMAN suggesto'l that there was still before the Convention a commu- 
mcation from gentlemen who claimed to represent the State of Louisiana ; where- 
upon ■ . 

Mr. YALLAKDIGHAM, guiipcrlded his motion to allow the communication to j^t 
read. 

The SECBETARY thereupon read the communication, as foUoAvs : 
'* To the Derfwcraiic National ChwccnUon : 
Gbstlbmek : The undersigned delegates, selected by the democracy of .the State of I/ouisiana 1o 
• represent that State in your' convention under a call duly signed and published, respectfully repre- 
sent that they have presented their credentials to tlie National Committee, which body, without a 
hearing, have refused tickets of admission as membersof the convention. Assuring tJie convention 
that we have come in no spirit of disorganization, but to unite with the democratic party of the entln* 
Union in the glorious work of rescuing the country from this corrupt administration, and believing tbfe 
democratic party of the ^^orth are ready to unite with us in such a workj we desire that as delegates^uiL 
from Louisiana we be allowed a hearing.

Mr. E. B. OLDS, of Ohio : I have a resolution I desire to offer for the purpose 
<vf having it referred to thf3 Committee on Resolutions, that at some future time the 
attention of the ppmmittee and of the Convention haying been called, to it, we may. 
Jiave s«me action, if such should by this convention be thought proper : 

Beddved^ That the Committee on Resolutions be instructed to take into consideration and report i»' 
^■via convention what action, if any, this convention should take relative to the late military order of 
Gen. Heintzelmaa, prohibiting the cltiEens of the sovereign States of the great Northwest from »ur- 
^Asing firearms and ammunition, • *i. 
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Which resolution was ref^erred, under the rule, to the Committee on Resolutions. 
Mr. WASHINGTON HUNT, of New York, offered the foilowiug resolution ; 

Besolved, That in the future, as in the past, we will adhere with unswerving fidelity to the IJnioij, 
aud the Constitution, and insist on maintaining our national unity as the only solid foundation of our 
Strength, security and happiness as a people, and as a framework of gdyernment, equally conducive 
to the welfare and prosperity of all the States both northern and southern ; and, with a view to ter-f 
minat^the pending conflict and restore the hlessingsof peace, we ai*e i^ favor of an armistice, and of 
earnest, honorable efforts to adjust the terms of settlement and Union on the basis of the constitution, 
of the United States; and, for the final soMtion of all differences, we would recommend a conven- 
tion of the States to review the constitution, and adopt such amendments and modifications aa may 
seem necessary, more fully to insure to each State the enjoyment of all its rights and the u»disturb«d 
control qt its. domestic concerns, according to the original intent aiid purpose of the Federal coKi, 
pact, ''^l ' ■ . , 

Which was also referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

Jfr. TTOMAS L. PRICE of Missouri, offered the following resolutioEi ; 

J^esolved, That, in this great crisis of our national history, the freedom atid sacred right of freem^a 
secured to us by the blood of our fathers, and the guarantees of the constitution, must be maintained 
against all assaults, intimidation, or interfA-ence ; and we hereby pledge, each to the other, and all 
of us to our common country, our lives, our fortunes and our sacred honors, to make com jqio|1 cause, 
with the people of any and every Iftate where the same may be assailed or trampled upon ; tct l»he etid 
that the constitutional expression of the popular will and the inestimable right of self-goyemment 
may be secured for ourselves and our posterity. 

Which was also referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

Mr. ALEXANDER LQN^ of Ohio, addressed the chair to offer a resolution. , 

Mr. S. S. COX, of Ohio : I do not wish to cut off the resolution of my^colleague 
about to be offered, but I move, sir, that all resolutions coming from individual .del- 
egates be referred to the Committee on Resolutions witho^t reading. 

Mr. YALLANDIGHAM, of Ohio : I make the point of order that the, gentle- 
man's motion is ruled out by the reading already of several resolutions, and- that 
there is a prior motion now pending. 

Mr. COX, of Ohio: I do not object to the reading of the resolution of my col- 
league. After it shall have been read I think this convention Jiad better determine 
to lay before the Committee on Resolutions everything that may come before it in a 
proper way. 

Mr. LONG then read the following resolution: 

Resolved, That a committee, to be composed of one member from each State represented in thla 
Convention, to be selected by the respective delegations thereof, be appointed for the purpose of pro- 
ceeding forthwith to the city of Washington, and, on behalf of this convention and the people, to ask 
Mr. Lmcoln to suspend the operation of the pending dra't for 500,000 more men until the people 
shall have an opportunity through the ballot box in a free election,— uninfluenced in any mannefr by 
military orders or military interference,— of deciding the question, now fairly presented to them, of 
war or peace, at the approaching election in November ; and that said committee be and they are here- 
by instructed to urge upon Mr. Lincoln, by whatever argument they can employ, to stay the flow 
of fraternal blood, at least so far as the pending draft will continue to augment it, until the people, 
the source of all power, shall have an opportunity of expressing their will for or against the further 
prosecution of the war in the choice of candidates for the Presidency. 

Which was also referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

Mr. W. W. EATON, of Connecticut, offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Resolutions be instructed to report as soon as practicable, and 
that no ballot be taken for candidates for President or Vice President until such report shall be made 
and adopted. ^ 

Mr. EATON subsequently asked leave that his resolution might lie on the table 
for farther consideration hereafter, 

Mr. ALLRICKS, of Pennsylvania, presented the following, which was handed to 
tiie Secretary and by him read to the convention : 

** We, the representatives of the democratic party of the United States of America, in national 
convention assembled, for the purpose of nominating candidates for the high offices of President 
and Vice President, to be voted for at the ensuing election, point with pride and satisfaction to the 
past history of our common country, her great and marvelous prosperity, under democratic admin- 
istration. Therefore, in order to restore and preserve tlie integrity of our once happy Union, re- 
establish justice and domestic tranquility throughout our borders, promote tiie general welfare, 
and secure the return of the blessings of liberty vouchsafed to us by our forefathers, we here renew 
and declare our unalterable attachment to the Union, and that it must be preserved in its integrity. 
Believing that the desirable object can be obtained if we profit by the wisdom of our forefathers, we 
liere adopt as our sure and broad platform the constitution of the United States in its length and 
t)readth, and pledge our candidates to maintain, preserve, protect, and defend the same. 

Resolvedj That we cannot view with indifference t^e open repudiation and violation of the Monroe 
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doStrine, the establishment of an empire on the ruins of ia neighboring republic ; and that we view

triots to lay aside their partisan prejudices, to look our bleeding country's troubles in the face, 
calmly to consider the fearful waste of blood and treasure through the unwise acts and misguideci 
policy of the,pr€sent national administration, and assist in changing our rulers, that we may rescue 
our beloved country and the liberties of ihe people from certain ruin.. 

Resolved, That we will use ail honorable means known to civilized nations to bring to a speedy 
termination the unhappy difficulties that disturb our country. *' J'

The Convention then adjourned until ten o'clock on Tuesday morning. 



SECONB DAY. 



Tuesday, August 30. - 
The Convention reassembled, pursuant to adjournment, at ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon. Tue galleries of the amphitheatre were densely crowded long before the 
hour for the re-assembling of the convention. Every foot of standing room in the 
immense building was occupied, while many hundreds of people, unable to gain ad- 
mission, were compelled to remain outside. 

Hon. WILLIAM BIGLER, of Pennsylvania, temporary chairman, called the del- 
egates to order, and announced that the proceedings of the convention would now 
be resumed with 

DEVOTIONAL EXEECISES. 

Right Rev. HENRY J. WHITEHOUSE, Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Illinois, then came forward, and introduced the ppening 
religious service by stating that a portion of the Psalter would be read, and request- 
ing all the audience to join audibly in the Lord's prayer at the close. He then 
read Psalm 127— verses 1, 2; Psalm 1.^3 and Psalm 122— verses 6, 7, 8, 9, in the 
version of the Liturgy, after which he proceeded as follows :

Subdue anger, prejudice and 
ram glory. Take away all ignorance, hardness of heart, and detracting passions. Cause thy face 
to shine on our desolations, and fetch home, blessed Lord, those who have gone from us that we 
may again become one in the goodly heritage which Thou gayest to our fathers.

Mr. G, L. LAMBERTON, of Pennsylvania : I beg to move that the report be 
adopted. 

The motion vraa unanimously agreed to, snd Gov. Seyinour was oondueted to th^ 
ehair amidst tho mos|; enthusiastic plaudits. It ^vaa .hardly, known until ho ^sjras seen 
moving down the aisle toward the speaker's chair, that the motion had been put to 
a vote — k. was done so quietly; but when hf .;appeared,,upon the ^tand and bowed a 
gracious 'acknowledgement, titiQ delegates and the .thousands of persons in the gal- 
leries became frantic with enthusiasm. The.air was darkened with one grand fiour- , 
ish of hats and handkorchiofs ; the delegates arose from their seats and joined in a 
^and chorus of appliiuse ; men in the galleries swung, their hats and cheered till 
they were hoai^so ; and for several minutes the shouts of the vast multitude 
wer^ deafening. • • ,• . , -' 

Tlie Tice Presidents having been duly seated to the right and left of .the chair, • 
,. The PRESIDENT arose amid ariotlier rapturous outburst of applause^, aad>Bpoke 
as follows : 

S1?'EECH QF GOVKBKOB BBYMOUR. 
•• 'Ge^stlbmbjt op tob Gonvkxtiont I thank you for the high ho6.or you have oon^ 
ferred upon mo in making me President of this body. Tlie importance of the ooca" 
sion has already been expressed in fitting words by your temporary chairman. I 
have not lan^ago to tell with what anxious' Solicitude the people of this country 
vfttch our proceedings. The pi^ayors of men and women in ten thousand homes go 
up to heaven that wo may be so guided in our deliberations that oUr action may 
cohdu(?e to the restoration of our 0nion,' to the rotuta of peace, and the mainten- 
ance of liberty in this land. [Cheers.] 

It is not for mo to forecast your aotion-^it is not for me to say what methods 
may be adopted to relieve this afflicted country of ours. But while 1 may not speak 
on that subject, I oan, with propriety, allude to the sentiments which animate yon 
all. Thero is no man here who does not. love the Union. [Cheers.] There is no 
man here who does not desire peace. [Cheers.] 'ttiere is no man hero who is not 
resolved to uphold the great principles of constitutional freedom, [Applause.] 

I know that the utmosj; importance attaches to all your proceedings, I know it 
is of vital consequents that you should select such men, as your candidates; as enjoy 
the confidence of the American people*: But beyond platforms and beyond candi- 
dates, there are other considerations of still greater significance and imp«prtanoe. 
When you wish to knpV l^hat the policy of party will be, you must strive to learn 
the passions tuid sentinients which animate that party. Four years ago, in this city, 
there was an -assemblage of citizens from the different parts of our country, who met 
here for the |Jurpose of plkoing In nomination a candidate for ttie Presidency.' They 
pul forth deeiarations that they would not interfere with the rights of the States of 
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iLis Union. They did not intend to destroy our country— -tliey did not mean to 

i.reak down its institution?. But unhappily;they were influenced' by sectional pneju- 

dices-, by fanaticism, by bigotry, and by intoiei-ah<5e ; and we iiave' found iii' the course 

of the last four years that their animating Bentiments have overrMod their doclara-: 

tions and their promises, and sv/ept them on, step by stop, until thjoj^diavo beeir 

carried on to actions from which at the outset tney would have shrunk away, with 

horror. Even now, \Then war has desolatefd our land, haa luid its hoaT}^ burthenw 

upon labor, when bankruptcy and ruin overhang us, tlioy will not have Union except/ 

upon conditions unknown fto mir constitution ; tiiey will not let the shedding of 

blood eease, even for a little time, to see if Christian charity, or tho: wisdom of 

statesmi^hip niay not work out a method to save our country. . N^y, more than this,. 

they will not listen' to a proposal for poaco which doe« not oSbrth'at which this o-ov- 

emment haB no right to ask. , "j'j . . < . " - 

•; This administration cannot now save this Union if it would'.- It'has, Jb-yl^te procla^ 

j:M:tions, by vindictive legislation, by displays of hate and passion, placed obstaclei* 

in its own pathway whi^h it cano^t overcome-^ and has hamfered its own freedom of 

action by unconstitutional acts. It cannot be said that the failure of its policy, ia 

due %o the want of courage and devotion on the part of our afmies. [Cheers.} 

Never in the world's histofy have soldiers given up their lives more freely than hav» 

those of the armies which Iiave battled for the -flag of our Union in the Southern 

States. The world will hold that they have done all tiiiat arms can do ; and- had 

wise statesmanship secured the fruits of their victories, to-day there, woi^d' have 

been peace in our land. [Much appld-use.] But whiU) ou? soldiers have desperateltr 

struggled to catry our banner southward to the Gulf of Mexico, even n^w.the gav^ 

ernment declares that rebellious discontent has worked northward to' thifei ■ shords; ■ of 

tj'ie great lakes. The guaranteed right of tiie people to bear arms has beenrsasr 

pended by the edict of a General up to the very bonders of Canada; so that Americaa 

servitude' ispiit in bold contrast with British liberty. This adnunistratio^-^ua 

declares to tho' w.orld it has now no faith in the peopl.e of. States whose vote^pl^ed 

it in power ; and it also admits by such edict that, these people, have no fa'ithj ip ^hij| 

administration. While those in power, without re-r^orse, sacriiico the blo^d and 

treasure of our people, they will not give up tJieir own passioj^sfor the public good; 

This Union is not held a3unde.r by military ambition. If our politicei- trou^jles C9.uX(i

Union would be restored, the rights of States would bo guaranteed, tho sacredjness 

of homes and persons again respected, and an insulted judiciary wo.uld . ^fi.ifa 

administer the laws of the land Let not the ruin of our country bo chargod.'to oar 

soldiers. It is not due to .their teachings or their fanaticism, ti^; my constant of3- 

<>dal intercourse with them, I have never hea^d uttered pne. sentiment of hat|^ 

towards^he people of the South- Beyond all men they vaJue the bcssings of pe^i(« 

and the" virtues of mercy, of gentleness and of charity ;' ^vhile many who stay' at 

liome cry havoc, and demand that no mercy shall be sho'wn. The bigotry offanatioa 

and the intrigues of placemen have made tho bloody pfiges of tiie history of the pa^ 

three years. 

But if tlie'. administration cannot save this Union, wo cum [Loud appIauBO.! Mr. 
Lincoln values many things above the Union,; we pu^'it first of dl!, [Continued 
cheering.] He thinks a proclamation vTortli more than peace ; we think tho blood of 
our people more precious than the edicts of the President [Cheers.] There are no 
Tiindrances in our pathways to Union and to peace. We demand no conditions for 
the restoration of our Union;- we are shackled with no hates, no prejudices, no 
passions. We wish for fraternal relationship with the people of the South. . [Ap- 
•.plause.] ^ We demand for them what we demand for oiurselves — the full recognition 
of the rights of States. Wo moan that every star on our nation's boAner shall 
shine with an equal lustre. 

In the coming election men must decide with which of the two portion, ipto 
which our people are divided, they will act. If they wish for the Union they will 
«ct with that party which does nor/ and always did love and reverence tliat pnion^ 
If they wish for peace, they will act with those who sought to avert this- war, and 
who now seek to restore good will and harmony among all sections of ou.r> country. 
If they care for their rights as persons and the sacredness of their .hpmes, they 
trtil act witli those who have stood up to resist arbitrary arrests, d^spoUo, loglsii 
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tion^ and the overthrow of the judiciary, [Loud and continued applause.] If, 
upon the other hand, they are willing to continue the pi-esent policy of government 
and condition of affairs, let them act with that organisation which made the present 
condition of our country. And there are many good men who will be ledto do 
this bytheit passions and prejudices ; and our land swarms with placemen who 
will hold upon power and plunder with a deadly grasp. But as for us, we are 
resolved that the party who have made the history of our country, since their 
advent to power, seem like some unnatural and terrible dream shall be overthrown. 
[Applause]. Four years ago it had its birth upon this spot Let us see, by our 
^tion, that it shall die here where it was born. [Loud and continued che^flng.]:,, 
In the political contest, in which we are now engaged, we do not. seek partisan 
advantages. We are battling for the rights of those who belong to all political 
organizations. We mean that their rights of speech shall be unimpaired, although 
that right may be used to denounce us. We intend that rights of conscience shall 
be protected, although imistaken views of duty may turn the temples of religion, 
into theatres for partisan denunciation. We mean that home rights arid the sacred^ 
ness of the fireside^flhall be respected by those in authority, no matter what political 
Tiewa may be held by those who sit beneath th^ir roof-trees. When the democratic 
party shall have gained power, we shall not j be less, but more tenacious upon theses 
gubjectsu We have forborne much because those who are now charged with the? 
conduct of public affairs knew but little about the principles of our govermgienL 
We were unwilling to present an appearance of factious opposition. But when we 
shall have gained power, that official who shall violate one principle of law, one 
idngle right of the humblest man in our land, shall be punished by th^ full rigor of 
^e.law ; it matters not if he sits in the Presidential chair or hold a humbler o^e^ 
xmdeTi our government. [Oheers..] 

We have had upon this floor a touching and significant proof of the folly of this 
administration, who have driven frOm its support those upon whom it chiefly leaned 
at the outset of this rebellion ; when their hopes, even for their own persoiial safety, 
hung upon the noble men of the border States, [loud and continued cheering,] who, 
under circumstances most trying, severed family relations and ancient associatiqnSj; 
to- u^ihold the flag of our Union. Many of these men are members of this ccto^en- 
tion. They bear impressed upon their countenances and manifest in their persons 
lie high and generous purposes which animate them ; and yet it is true — great God, 
that it should be truell — that they are stung with a sense of the injustice and ingrati- 
tnde of low and unworthy men, who have insulted and wronged th^m, their families 
and their rights, by vindictive legislation or through the agency of miserable diS- 
dishonored subordinates, [Cheers.] 

Gentlemen, I trust that our proceedings will be marked by haniKmy. I believe 
we shall all be animated by the greatness of this occasion. It may b&-T-ln aU pro- 
Jbability it is true— that the future destinies of our country han^ upon Our action. 
Let this eoDslderation inspire us with a spirit of harmony. God of oiir fathei^ 
bless us now;, lift us above all personal consideration; fill us. with a just sense of 
the great responsibilities which rest upon us, and give again to our lan^ .its Unioa, 
its peace, cmd its liberty, , ' , -r^ ; 

[Enthusiastic and. long. ixmtinued cheering followed the conclusion of Qov,^ Sey- 
mour's remarka The entire assemblage participated, and thousand^ Afj; voices 
united In pouring forth round after round of tumultuous applause. Wlieatfee-eis- 
thusiasm had only partially BUbsided,] .:: 

■ The PRESIDENT came forward, and addressing the assemblage, said: t wish tt> 
say one word to [the audience here assembled. The delegates who obmpofe^. this 
convention have oome up from different parts of the Union for the purpose* Of acting 
Tiponyour most important interests.' We are most happy that you ^should be the 
witnesses of our proceedings, but one thing you must bear in mind: That^}*OU am 
not members of this body, and, while our hearts will be cheered to find thSt patri- 
otic sentiments are received as patriotic sentiments should fee by the Ameri^ttri people, 
you must not undertake to attempt to influence the deliberations 6f the Convention, 
or allow your feelmgs to take such form of expression as are unbecoming ifi the 
presenoe%fithose upon whom rest the responsibilities of the (^a^on.' |<3he^3rs, 
followed by loud oalia for Yallandigham, mingled with applause and hisses.] 
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ACTIOI^ OF THE COMMITTEE ON EESOLUTIONS. 
The PRESIDENT tiien Inquired if the Committee on Resolutions were ready to 

Mr. GUTHRIE, of Kentuoky : We are not yet ready. The members of the Com- 
mittee met last evening and remained in consultation until one o'clock. They talked 
over all the subject matters deemed proper or necessary in relation to the formation 
of the platform that we should report here to the consideration of the Convention. 
They referred to a sub-committee the subject of drawing them up for pre sentatioa 
when this convention should have its forenoon meeting. I will further state that we. 
are not without hopes that in this great emergency we shall come to a conclusion 
that will receive the approbation, as we fully believe, of the entire democratic 
party of the United States. If, unfortunately for us, for the country, for its liberties, 
constitutio^al and'civU, we are doomed to fail, it will not be from a hearty disposi- 
tlon to meet this great emergency. We are those who have determined from the 
beginning not to despair of the Republia [Cheers.] Our counsels have been, our 
counsels will bo, to maintain the constitution, to maintain- the Union of the States^ 
and ge<jure the earliest pdssible honorable peace. fApplause.] 

Mr. JOHN B. WALLER, of California: As chairman of the sub-oommittce, I am 
satisfied t^at the Committee wiU be ^ble to report to an ac^ourned meeting at four 
o^clock. ' 

Mr. BROWN, of Delaware : I move that when the Convention adjourn it adjourn 
to that hour. X have no doubt the Convention will approve of the action of the 
Committee, and we shall be able to conclude our action this afternoon. 

The question having been asked whether the sub-committee would report to the 
standing committee or to the Convention, 

Mr. BROWN, of Delaware : It is understood that the general committee wiU bo 
able, to report to the Convention at four o'clock. 

Mr: TILDEK, of New York : The general comrbittt^ on the 6ubje<jt of resolu- 
tions was in session until a very late hour last night It concluded its labors _by 
referring the subject to a sub-€ommittee. That sub-committee has been in session 
this morning, and is approj^imating, as rapidly as could be expected, to an agree- 
ment upon all questions before it. In the meantime, the general committee has 
adjourned to meet immediately after your adjournment to-day. Mr. Yallandigh^, 
I understand, doubts whether wc can be ready at four o'clock ; Mr. Guthrie rather 
hopes that we can, and I think Gov. Welle r, chairman of the sub-committee, entertains ♦ 
a similar hope. I wish to make this explanation, that the Convention may know 
that it is not a matter of certainty, and may adopt such an order for the progress 
of its own business as it may deem expedient I wish to add that upon the adjourn- 
ment of the general committee and the conclusion of its labors for the day, there was- 
no dissent among thp members ; but I understand it was the opinion of some gen- 
^emen of the Committee that the clerical labor of getting these papers into shape 
could not be entirely completed at four o'clock. . " 

Mr. CASS, of Pennsylvania, moved in amendment that when the Convention 
adjourn it adjourn till to-morrow at ten o'clock. 

Mr. BROWN, of Delaware : It is the desire of this convention, that the Committee 
shall be ready at four 6'clock. I take the liberty to state, as one of that committee, 
that there is not the slightest dissension among us; We have been a unit from the 
first [Cheers.] The only reason ^hy it has not reported this mo^ifig has been a 
desire on the part of some gentlemen to procrastinate and waste time.^ K it is the 
wish of this convention to close its labors wisely and well, it will o^journ to four: 
o'clock. 

. Mr. JOHNMcKBON, ofNew York: It Is pretty eyident.by the statements made 
by the several members of the Committee on Resolutions, that they can come to a 
conclusion by four o'clock. I understand, by 'the gentleman from Delaware^ that 
they are almost agreed, and there is but one man hesitating about it; and I am in 
favor of giving directions to the Committee to report by four o'clock. I do/not be- 
lieve there wiil be any division in the convention on the subject of a platform after 
it is reported. ^There is a feeling here in favor of harmoniaing, which cannot be 
disturbed. [Cheers.] I want that we shall come from this convention showing to 
the whole worl(^ that the democratic party is a unit. [Renewed cheering.] I 
want, therefore, that we shall act without delay, and that the Committee report at 
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four o'clock If the platforjn is so, long that it requires such a clerical force as inti- 
mated to copy it ojit, it ought not to be adopted [Laughter and applause, niingled 
with loud cries of '"questfoh."] ' 

Mr. CASS, of Pennsylvania ; I am as anxious as any of you here, can be to con- ^ 
elude the proceedings, and I have every belief that you have that they will reach a 
happy term\4ation. I think myself that if the resolutions are long they should not 
be passed; but that is not the question. The question is, what sort of resolutions 
the Committee will report. I only wish to say that 1 am assured by; a member of : 
that sub-committee, Mr. Tallandigham, that it will be impossible in nis opinion to 
have that report this evening, and,|if you com.e here this afternoon, it will be a loss 
of time. This information I consider necessary to your action in the matter. 

Mr. YALLANDIGHAM, of Ohio :f [Amid cheers and some hisses.] I rise only 
tosay that ,1 concur in,, the remarks of the gentleman from Pennsylvania, that this 
■committee 'will not be prepared to report by four o'clock; but that, with perfect ' 
harmony and unanimity— -should the Convention adjourn^ — we will be ready to pre- ' 
sent such a report to-morrow morning as will be entirely satisfactory to the demo- 
cratic and conservative masses of the country. [Ajpplause.] 

. Mr. JOHN B.WELLER, of California: The sub-committee has been in session all 
the morning, and has agreed upon the only portion of the platform thatby anypossi- 
bility could divide the party. [Cheers.] Vfe we':^e all in favor of peace, [renewed 
cheering], and the only diijerence of opinion was as to the phraseology to bo used ' 
ia.inaking that declaration, "^e'have agreed in the sub-committee to present it in 
an unmistakable form. - [Enthusiastic applause.] If, therefore, at four o'clock, we 
iirenot able to make a complete report, we will be able to report on the only ques-' 
tion on whibh there could be any controversy of opitiion here ; and, therefore, I 
hqpe-we, will: Adjourn until four o'clock. ' 

The motion to adjourn until to-morrow Was then put and lost. ,'/ * . 

Mr. LAMBERT(^K, of Pennsylvania, desired to know If the voioes voting .were 
those of delegates or outsiders, , 

The PRESIDENT said he believed they were delegates. 

Mr. SMITH, of Wisconsin: I wish to state, Mr. President, that if the Convention 
shall adjourajiow, the Committee on Resolutions will be prepared to report to the 
Oonvention at- four o'clock. If the Convention continue deliberating, the Committee 
will have no time to take up the resolutions and meet the Convention at four o'clock, 
• If the Convention adjourn now, the Committee can agree on a report ; for, as it 
has been said here just ,now,|there is no diiference in the Committee except upoQ' 
mere matters of expression. [Applause.] We are all of us for peace on the basis 
of the Union and the Constitution— [loud cheers] — and we are ready to agree to 
this when we can get the matter into form. We sat up late last night, or tathet- 
this morning till one o'clock, hearing the expression of individual opinion, till all of 
us were too weary to do the manual labor required in order to perfect the resolti- 
tions. I hope the Oonvention will adjourn till four o'clock — will adjourn now, and at' 
that hour adopt the platform, put a candidate upon It, and go forth to the people;* 
[Loud cheers*]^

[The ficene that followed the introduction o^f these resoIuiionsbftlSes all description. 
When the Secretary commenced the reading of the' report every ear in the honse wad 
inclined to catch the words as they eame from his lips. , The deep, almost breathJee^' 
attention of the vast audience was unbroken to the middle of the second. resolution, 
when the popular approbation found vent in cheers which rendered the latter por- 
tion of the resolution unintelligible, tho voice of the Secretary being totally drowned iu 
the deep volume swelling up around from the lips of thousands. Ordsr having beeii 
restored, the resolution was again read, and was listened to in silence untiliCa 'cloee; 
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when the audience again surrenxiered itself to the wildest enthnsiasm, which died 
away and was renewed a half dozen times before the third resolution could hejeceiv-- 
ed. The reading of this resolution called forth applause' more ^tumultuous and_deafe- 
ning than that of the preceding. The other resolutions were also reGeived with ap- 
plause. , When at last the resolutions were adopted — when th^ pepple realined that 
the breakers had been passed, and that a platform, broad enough ahd strong enough 
for all, had been adopted, with scarcely a dissenting voice, they were fairly beside 
themselves with joy.

I hope, sir, that the oreftd of thet party that has 
made it what it is, — ^that has made it great and glorious, as it is and always will be- — 
will not be ignored by this Convention in this hour of 'its peril,— ra time above all 
others, since ita organization, when the fundamental principles upon which it is es- 
tablished should be re-affirmed and re-adopted by this Convention, now here a^seni-. 
bled. I offer that resolution, and ask that the Secretary piayread it to the Conven- 
tion, to oome in after tho first resolution :

Mr. LONG, of Ohio : I hope my colleague will witlidraw his motion for one mo- 
ment. [Ori^s of *' no "] I desire to offer an additional amendment. I did not 
Buppose, sir, that after the report of the committee reporting-the platformin full hap 
been received, when an amendment was offered to it, tha ii, would bo referred to'thj 
Committee . on Resolutions. I hope my colleague will permit mo to offer anoiheo 
amendment, even if it has to take the same course as did th^ laat.

Ad to the t^esoiu- 
tion he offered, under the rule adopted, the rc6olutio^ was' pV#|Jj ^^^^^' *^. ^^>^j^^g 
to the Committee on Resolutions. The proposition Is one distii^otl^ 'differing from 
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the resolutions oifered by the committee ; so the chair has decided that it has to 
be referred.

B. McClel- 
lan, [Immense and enthusiastic applause, long contiiiued.] 'New Jersey. nominates 
Geo. B. McLellan, and thinks that a State which gave- such. a vote in the last Presi- 
dential election should be the first to nominate his successor. 

Mr. QOX of Ohio: The pleasing duty has devolved upon me, with snoh a voice 
as I have, to second the nomination made, by the gentleman from New Jersey. I 
am a delegate from the State of Ohio, sir, and I beg. simply to say, that,, although 
George B. McClellan has not his present legal residence in Ohio; in, one sense he has 
been with ub and among us, and, as one delegate, at least, from that StT?te, claiming an 
interest in him, I propose to second the nomins^tion. [Applause,] Mr, President, It 
is said that. seven cities claimed the dead Homer. Connecticut, claims the ancestry 
of McClellan ; Pennsylvania is his. birth place ; New ^ork has assoeiations with him 
bv many -endeWing relation^; ;Illinois has loved him, for he has lived among the peo* 
pie of Illinois; and Ohio, I trust, will give him its support, if he be nominated; 
and the United States of America will claim him; as a resident for four yeajs as a 
residept in the District of Columbia, as President of the United States. [Prolbnged 
cheering.] ■■ i ■■ 

Mr. WILLIAM SAULSBURY, of Delaware: I rise, having it for nay Object to 
nominate for the Presidency of the United States, Lazurus W. Powell, of ^iKentucky, 
•fn nominating him, I will state, that he stood up in the Senate of the United States, 
almost the single charapion of American liberty. He is from a border State upon 
which the tyrant's' hand has fallen with heavyweight, and to him the State of -Dela- 
ware turns, to put in nomination her son, and her favOrite son, too. 

Mr, POWELL, of Kentucky: For the aonpr the delegates of the Sj^l^of Dela- 
ware have conferred upon me,, in presenting iny name to this conventi(fi.: as a candi- 
date fbr the Presidential chair, I return my heartiest thanks. I firmly believe, Mr. 
President, that sound policy indicates that the candidate for the Presidency at this 
awful crisis in our country's history should come from one, of the non-slaveholding 
States. I regard it as a patriotic duty to request of my honprable friend to withdraw 
mv n^me. [Applause.] Delaware, I believe, was the firslto ratify the constitution ; 
and I am' convinced of. what I know of the true-hearted loyalty of her people, she will 
be the last to sin, and she would not raise convention here. I say to my friends, 
withdraw mv name, and I have no doubt that Kentucky, as also Delaware, will give 
a laro-e majonty foi^ the nominee of this convention. Take away the bayonet from 
tlie^ throats of our people, and Kentucky's voice ^iU go up like thunder from heaven 
for the nominee of this convention, the restoration of the Union, and the liberty of

V7e Lave heim oppressed, as you know. All cur rights have been tramoled upon 
and the strong arm of the military hag been over us, and as it rests upon us now, 
it was instituted by your ndmineo. [Confusion of applause and hisseB, mairiy 
from the galleries. ] Ailmit the fact that all our liberties and' rights have been de- 
stroyed, and I ask you, in the name of common sense, in the name of justice, in the 
name of honor, will you reward the man who struck the firi^t blow? [Applause 
and hisses. J From the indications I sec here' to-day, I have reasoii to fear that the

Mr. LAMBERXON, ,of Pennsylvania r I rise to a point of order. ' There is no 
question J;/efore the Convention. 

J'ur. OLDS, of Ohio: I rise to a point of order. [Confusion.] 

The I^RESIDENT': Will the gentleman state hispoint of order? 

Mr. OLDS, of Ohio: Mj point of order is this; [Hisses- and a voice. '• Give 
us free epcech.'.'J It is not against the speech I raise .the question. My point ot 
order is this: V/c have met here as a deliberative convention, to nominate a candi- 
date for the Presidency and a candidate for the .Tice Presidency, and, while from 
these gallerieB are uttered such marks of applause and disapprobation, we cannot 
proceed with the business of the Convention. 

The PRESIDENT : I implore the Convention, and above all I implore the many 
thousands of;tVeemen here assembled, in God's name, not to violate the fr^dom o^ 
ppedchonthis occasion. [Loud cheers.] He who will is not a tnie friend of 
the democratic party. [Cheers.] In answer to the gentleman from Pennsylvania, 
I would say that the order now is the presentation of candidates for the Presidency. 
[Cheers.] The gentleman from Maryland is in order. [Applause.] 

Mr, HARRIS: I am in the habit of contending for the liberty of speech; I have 
been censured on the fiour of our State Senate for the exercise of that right: and my 
right to; this occasion is to speak concerning the character of the men whom you have 
presented. I claim it as a right to state that one of the men whom you have nomi- 
nated is.a tyrant [Hisses and cheers.] Gen. McClellan was the very first man 
who inaugurated the system of usurping State rights. [Uproar.] This I caa 
prove, and I pledge myself, if you will hear me, to prove every charge in the in- 
dictment. And it is the duty of a jury when a charge is made which is proven, to 
convict and not reward the offender, Maryland has been cruelly trampled upon by 
this man, and I cannot consent, as a delegate from that State, to allow his nomina- 
tion to go unopposed. What you ask me to do is, in reality, to support the man 
who stitil^d my own mother; and I for one-^and. I believe I speak for the whole 
delegation from Maryland— will never do it. We will never, never consent that 
the State of Maryland shall be so dishonored- What, is it a fact that you care not^^- 
ing for the dishonor of a sovereign State?

It is understood that you will arrange with Gen. Dix and Gov. tJeward the modus operandi. It 
has been intimated to me that the meeting might take place en ' the 14ih ; please be prepared. I 
would be glad to have you advise me frequently of your arrangements in regard to this very Imp- 
portant matter. 

If it is, successfully caiTied out,' ii will go far towards breaking the baek-bonQ of the rebellion. 
It will probably bo v^^ll to have a ppecial train quietly prepared to ta"ke the prisoners to Annapolis. 

I leave this exceedingly imporUmt alTair to your tact and discretion— the absolute necessity of 
secrecy and success.

A DELEGATE: I move that after ail this is read, It bo published in the black 
republican papers.

Mr. HARRIS: I am here for the purpose of presenting to this oonvention the 
character of the man whom you have nominated, and it seems you do .not wish to 
hear it [A voice, '' We know it''] Yes, you know it, and yet refuse to allow it 
to be made known. [Three cheers were here called for McClellan and were given 
with a will.] Weir, sir, this is the document on which George B. McClellan, in 
Septom^ber, 1861, broke up the Legislature of a sovereign State, deliberately and 
with full purpose^ in order to exercise tyranny and oppression in|advanco of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Now here is a man who has violated the laws of our State — here is 
a man who,has dealt a fatal blow to the institutions of our country; and yet you 
ask delegates from Maryland— you ask those who sympathise with Maryland as 
none else can sympathise— you ask men who are still smarting under the wrongs by 
McClellan inflicted, to go to the polls and cast their free vote's for such an one as 
he!

Mr. UNDERWOOD : I had a preference for Henry Clay— [laughter] — and if th*- 
gentleman, whoever he is, who asked that question wished to discuss the matter, I 
could readily convince him that he would have agreed with me. [Renewed laugh- 
ter.] Sir, I did not come here to advocate Whig principles; but I came here be- 
cause the country which I love with all my heart, with all my soul, is in imminen* 
danger of destruction. [Cheers.] I came here to unite with everybody who ift will- 
ing to unite with me, in order to remove from office that misguided and tyrannical 
man who has brought the nation into its perilous position.

A DELEGATE : And do you wish to set up a greater tyrant ?

I came here, that part of the Kentucky delegation with which I came here has dir 
rected me to cast five and one-half votes — all you have allowed us — for General 
George B. McClellan.

Mr. MORGAN, of Ohio, said : > . , ' 

•Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Convention: As a personal frieaa 
and former comrade in arms of George B. McClellan, I cannot remain quici '" 
upon this occasion without replying to the charges of the distinguished 
gentleman from Maryland. Deeply do I regret, Mr. President, that the first assault 
upon the democratic organization in this campaign should come from a man who 
claims to be a democrat ; and much more do I rxjgret and am I astonished at thi 
mfthner in which the charge was made and the character of the charge itself. I do 
not impute to the gentleman a desire to wilfully and deliberately misrepresent th* 
facts ; but, nevertheless, the statements as made, are untrue, as I hope I may b« 
able to convince you. What are the facts ? Who did George B. McClellan arrest I 
I find that the paper from which the gentleman reads is the New Yoi-k Tribune, and 
ini-eplying to him I will also reply to his worthy co-associate, Mr. Greeley of th« 
Tribime. . . 

At the time these arrests were ordered, the Maryland Legislature was m sesfiioa 
at Annapolis. General Joseph Johnston was in command of the rebel army at( Win- 
chester. There was a conspiracy on foot, and four or five persons here were th« 
conspirators, between General Johnston and this Legislature, to accomplish the inva- 
Bion of Maryland. This Legislature was in communication with General John- 
ston, one of the best and most distinguished Generals of the Confederate Army.

Statea. George B. McClellan, then Commander-in-Chief of our armies, had he act- 
ed otherwise than he did, would have been guilty of treason himself. I know well 
that the worthy gentleman from Maryland does not know George B- McClellan.^ !!• 
calls him a tyrant. Why, sirs, if there be one man beneath the heavens who is not 
a tyrant, that' man is George B. McClellan. [Cheers.] If there is one man who i^. 
a Jover of liberty, one man who has combined in himself the gentleness of a woman 
and the courage* of a lion, that man is George B. McClellan. [Applause.] These 
facts I knew myself.

Moreover, bnt 
two nights ago, Gen. Burns, of the United States Army, was in this city. He took 
tea with me, and, during the evening, this Maryland matter was. talked about, and he 
told me the fact that he had at that time command of the American forces at Lees-, 
burg for the purpose of watching the movements of Joe Johnston in connection 
with his associates of Maryland.

throughout the Urnted States. But, sir, in obedience to the , suggestion of the gen- 
tlemaii from 3Xas33clitL5etts, though unwillingly, I now withdraw the nomination of 
rrauklin Pierce. [Cheers.] 

Xr, HOLS^iAlN, of New Jersey: I move that the nominations be now closed, and 
ihat we proceed to the call by StatJS. 

Mr. JONES, of Maryland : I ren-ret exceedingly that the honorable gentleman 
v\kj took the stand to defend Ccn. LIcCJellan from the charges preferred by the 
gv;atioman from :daryLind, pr.t thac d.-fcnce upon the ground that he did. If he had 
pia It upon the ground that Gen. McCieilaa hid credible information upon which he 
jreiied, then I would Lave rested that d.^fcnce on the groiiiKl on which it was put. 
Biii. when he undertakes to put that defercc upon charges of complicity of any 
members of the Maryland L'-^gislature v/ith the' conveyance of information to Gen. 
Johnbiion, or ijiviJng or .lesiring the invasion of Maryland by any member of that 
I/egislature, I beg that tiiis convention vnll hear me while I show how-amtruo is 
hi&y sucli imputation ; althou:;h 1 do not doubt that Gen. McGleilan was misled by 
false witnesses on whom he relied. 

' Mr. MORGAN, of Ohio : Wid the gentleman from Maryland grant me one word ? 
I would deeply regret, not only to do injustice to Marylaiid, but to any of her- gal- 
lant sons. The information which I received, and v/hich in the hurry of the moment 
I did not state &•* fully as I should, was that the arrest was made upon testimony 
regarded as credible, and I acted upon the assumption that, hearing nothing to the 
•ontrary, that testimony, received as credible was so. 

M?, JONES, of Maryland: S« far from this charge being credible, it has been, 
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fi^om the time it was first started in Maryland down to the present moment, denounoed 
aa a wilful and deliberate lie, unsustained by a particle of testimony. The eentleifl^n 
was wrong in more of his statements. The Legislature of Maryland did not coto 
at Annapolis; Ann^pohs was held by Federal troops, and Gov. Ilicks convened tlie 
Legislature to meet at Frederick. There >vas then no design by meeting at J'rfederick 
to meet Johnston or hold any communicktion with him. They had met at Frederick 
end there was a petition sent to that Legislature or some proposition ma'de askingit 
to pass an ordinance ol secession. It was referred to a committee. That LedsIatSre 
was oycrwhelmiDgly 'democratic. The chairman of that committee was Mr WallSs 
one ot tue mo.t talanted and distinguished sons of Maryland, and a man of' as pure 
honor and integrity as any mtu. alive. That committee madf a report' which was 
adopted almos. mianimou^ly, there being but two or three negative votes, that tW 
Legislature of Maryland then assembled had no power to pass an ordinance of ^ 
cession Then that tnese men, men of honor, men whose character was dearer to 
them than tneir lives, that these men with such a record, that they had no powerto 
pass such an orciinance of secession, should have acted as they were accused of act. 
f^'V^ "^^^^ """^^ ^' ^ falsehood. There was not one pai:ticle of evidence 
except that of the falsxJ witnesses who gave the iDformation to Gen. McGlellan and 
whose names have never been disclosed. A nd I will say further, that upon this evi- 
dence whicn the gentleman says Gen. McClellan considered credible, these mem- 
bers of the Legislature were arrested and put \n prison, sent from one prison to aa- 
other; from Fort Mo Henry to Fort Lafayette and Fort Warren, and kept" there for 
fourteen months by this government. If there had been this credible evidence of 
their complicity with a design to pass an ordinance of secession or. tO= invite the Coh- 
federate forces into MarylaiU, why were they not tried even by a drum-head co^H 
martial } Tney were tendered their liberty if they would sign a parole. Some Uw 
of them overcome by long confinement, their health failing, and their families siil'. 
iermg, did agree to that humiliation ; hx^ there were others— and amone them tbe 
very men who signed the report that they had no power to pass an ordinance^f se- 
cession-who refused to sign any parole, and demanded a trial upon any ch^m 
the governxnent had against them, that, having taken and kept them prisoners, with^ 
out a trial or formal accusation, and the government not being able to find one wit- 
ness of anytning imputed to them, they had a right as American citizens under tW 
constitution to be absolutely and unconditionally-discharged. ' They put themselTes 
on that ground, and notiSed the government that they would die in prison before 
they wouxd give any parole. I know these men personailv, and there never were 
•men more pure or untarnished, or who loved their whole country, or de^ed' mtJre 
sincerely to see its union restored, than these very men. • 

What interest had they to , make their State the Belgium of the tJnion* 
^0 longer than two months ago, in the constitutional convention now sitting at In- 
napohs, this question was raised and the insinuation made that there was a pur nose 
on the part of that Legislature to take some action locking towards secession ana 
unfriendly to the Lmon. A member of that Legislature was a member of the con- 
vention, and he gtit^up in his place, and, in the face of the people of Marylan^d" pro- 
nounced the statement absolutely and unqualifiedly false. Now let Gen. McClelian's 
defence be that he was misled hy evidence that he deemed credible, and let liim 
have the be^.eiit or it, for *^ to err is human, to forgive divine." I could not, Mr. 
President, as a M.irvlander, knowing these m^n as I do to be true men, true to onr 
democraric principles, after lying weary months in the casemates of forts where 
they had oecn so unjustly and cruelly incarcerated, hear them accused as thev have 
been here witnout giving the charge the comple.test' contradiction the Encrli'sh lan- 
guage will aamit. I insist that the charge was false; but I do not ' believe General 
McC.e.bn wouia have acted onany testimony which he did.notdeem entirely cred- 
ible. [Applause, and cries of ' QuGSticn."]. ■ '; "^ . . 
Mr. IIOLSMAX of 'isew Jersey*: I^wish'to soy that I was the obstinate Jersey^ 
man among my delegat:^on wpo oppose^ the uoinination of Gen. McClellan At the 
. same time, believing that this question has been i^lready fuljy.ventilatod, and that &i-

candidates. [Cries of "Np, no," "Free speech," etc.] ^ ,'^ 

Mr. HOLSM.AN, of New Jersey : I came here opposed to the nomination of Gep. 
McClellan l?ecause I. did not consider it one vdiich ouglit to be made; but in defer- 
ence to the wishes of my thirteen- associates, I Yielded. This question hasbe^n 
. thoroughly discussed on both sides, and further dfscussion will not change a s5;i^le 
vote ; 80 I must insist on my motion. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio : I have before been prevented from expressing myself upon 
the resolutions. I now appeal to my friend from New Jersey not to strike dowtithe 
freedom of speech in a democratic convention. 

Mr. HOLSMAN,'of New- Jersey: I, myself, to some little extent, though not as 
much as many gentlemen here, have suffered for free speech. It is two years ago 
that I was the first to propose in any assemblage an armistice and a convention. . 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio: I believe, "having the floor, I have a pight to proceed. 

Mr. II0L3MAN, of New Jersey, called for the previous question, 

Mr. O'BRIEN, of Illinois : I desire to make a nomination, and for that'purposo I 
ask as a favor that the gentleman from New Jersey will withdraw his motion, .^^^k 

Mr. HOLSilAN,^ of New Jersey declined to do so. 

Mr. O'BRIEN, ojf Illinois : I n'love that the Convention do now adjourn. [Cries of 
'' No, no."] I do not desire to interrupt the proceedings of this convention or to make 
any argument. I desire simply to place Jn nomination a gentleman whose name 
would be, a rock and a tov/er of strengtli to the democratic party. And^in behalf 
of a portion of the delegates of Illinois and a majority of the people of the North- 
west, I how place in nominatioji his Excellency, Horatio Seymour, of New York, 
[lumicnse choeriug, renewed over and over again, followed this announcement.] - 

Th£ PRESIDENT : The gentleman is not in order. [Laughter and applause.] 
The question is upon the motion of the gentleman from Now Jersey for a aall of the 
previous question. 

Mr. OLDS, of Ohio : I move that when this convention adjourn it adjourn ui;til 
to-morrow morning at ten o'clock. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio called for the vote by States. 

Mr. POWELL, of Kentucky : I appeal to the gentleman from New Jersey to with- 
draw his motion. I never was in a deliberative body where the previous question 
was used to prevent a nominatipnfor a candidate, and I hope that illiberal principle 
will never prevail in a democratic convention. 

Mr. HOLSMAK, of New Jersey said he had no such intention in offering the mo- 
tion, which he then withdrew. -' .' 

Mr. OLDS, of Ohio: I wish to state to the gentlemen of the Convention that, in 
fifteen minutes it will be entirely dark, and there js no way to light this bnil^ing^ 
and, therefore, I renew ray motion to adjourn until to-morrow morning at ten o'c),ock. 

The motion was put and lost. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio: I have but a very few words to say and I propose. to. say 
them ; and I am not afraid to speak what I think, even in the face. of gentlemen who 
don't want to hear. I have faced the music before and I am willing to do ii hei-c. 
AUhough I had the honor, with the gentlemau from Maryland' [Mr. Harris] of be- 
ing put down by points of order, that he and I are both familiar with," in arepuhlican 
Congress, yet I propose to give my views briefly of the qualifications of a candidate 
proposed for the. Presidency in this campaign. 

Now, gentlemen of the Convention, what have we complained of for the last three 
or four years ? What has been the burden of our complaint against Mr. Lincoln 
and his administration ? lie has abridged the freedom of speech, he has arbitrari- 
Ij arrested citizens and confined them in bastiles, and he has interfered with the 
freedom of elections. What have you proposed in these resolutions ? You have^ to 
a certain extent, vindicated the freedom of speech, you have condemned arbitrary 
arrests and denounced interference with the freedom of elections ; and yet you pro- 
pose in George B. McClellan to place upon that platform one who has gone farther 
in all three of these measures than has Abraham Lincoln himself. [Hisses and ap- 
plause.] George B. McClellan has not contented himself with the arrest of a citizen 
here and there and incarcerating him in a bastilc, but has arrested an entire Legisla- 
ture by one order. He has also suspended the writ of habeas corpus of which' you 
have complained. [Voices *' Never."] He has acquiesced in the emancipation proc- 
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Iftmabion of which you have complained of Mr. Lincoln [loud cries of *'JFo,"] ; and 
Tel you propose, in the very face of the dcnunciatiotis you have heaped -Tipon the 
iead of 'Mr. Lincoln, to stultifyyourselvcs by taking up a man who lias been a su|)ple 
instFunwBnt of Mr. Lincoln for carrying out the very acts you denounce. 
Jt G^Mlemen, what did we come here for as representatives of the great democratic 
party? The people ask for peace. [Applause.] Their eyes have beenturnf- to tthis 
convention. Millions of hearts are this evening, while we are assembled h^re, wait- 
ing in anxious suspense to know as to the platform and candidate you are to give 
them, that will either send a thrill of joy to their breasts or will strike ihcm dow^n 
with terror. What is it that is w^eighingmorc heavily on them than anything; else ? 
A draft is to take place on the fifth day of this month — five days from to-day." ' - 
^ A DELEGATE : I rise to a point of order. The gentleman is out of order, for 
he is not speaking as'to the qualifications of the candidates in, nomination. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio : That is just what I am doing in my hiftnble w^a'y, and I pro- 
pose to do it. [Laughter.] On yesterday — 

A DELEGATE : [Interrupting.] Will you votfe for the man who shall be nomi- 
nated ? 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio : I expect to vote for the candidate nominated here. [Cheers.] 
I never have done otherwise. . I. have never, voted anything but a democratic ticket 
from my first vote to the present hour. Although I am opposed to McClellan-j-ral- 
though I think he is the worst man you could put upon the ticket having the natoe 
of a democrat, [applause and hisses,] I would still choose him before Lincoln.or 
Fremont, and cast my vote with my friends. If that be my lot, I expect to do'it. 
[pheers.] N"ow, gentlemen, I say the people, are looking to this 'convention to taie 
some action — to give thorn a candidate and a platform — to do sometlung, at least, 
whereby they will, after the coming election, see, or have at least ahope-f^r tho 
early end of this war. To that end on yesterday I submitted to this convention a 
resolution proposing to urge Mr. liincolnto suspend the operation of the dr^ft'until 
wc €Ould have an opportunity in the election of November next, to let the people 
say whether the war is to be continued or not. [Applause.] And, although it pro- 
posed immediate action, by the manceuvering of certain gentlemen well versed' in 
parliamentary tactics, it had to go to the Committee on Kesolutions. The commit- 
. ieo have made their report, and my resolution, and everything else in reference to 
this draft that a,|fects the people more than anything else, is passed over in silence. 
Then, gentlemen, is this what the people are to expect from a democratic conven- 
tion ? [Cries of " No, no."] I trust not. Give us a candidate for President, any one 
■except George B. McOlellan, any man, I carc^not who he is, [applause and hisses,] 
any one whose hands are clean, ' whose skirts arc clear, [hisses,] auy .one whq]jas 
not been instrumental in. making arbitrary -arrests — in violating the freedom of elec- 
tions and the rights of citizens in every possible manner in which lie could carry 
out the wialics of Abraham Lincoln ; and, altliough he does not come from the North- 
west ;iow suffering with taxation ; although not in our interests in the Northwest ; 
although it may be for the benefit of eastern capitalists — if he be a deraocrDt, free 
from these stains — we will vote for him ; we w^ill support him ; w^e will rally the 
masses to his support. Any man else, save and except George B, McClellan. [Hisses 
and cheers.] I beg of you not to nominate that man. I beg of you to give us an- 
other condidate. Any man, [a voice, *', Seymour of New York!"] any man — 
[Shouts for Seymour.] 

A DELEGATE: [Interrupting] I rise to a point of order. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio; I have but a word or two to say, and I am done. 

Mr. FRIES, of Ohio : Will the delegate from Ohio yield to me a moment? , 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio: I will yield to my colleague. ' 

Mr. FRIES, of Ohio : I move that wo adjourn till ten o'clock tq-morrow morning. 

[On being informed that Mr. Lciig wished to say but a few words more, Mr. 
Fries withdrew his motion. 

Mr. LONG, of Ohio: In conclusion, I beg of yoiinot to nominate McClellan. 
Having laid upon the table the time-honored principles of , the democratic party, as 
-expressed in the resolutions of 1798-99, having ignored jtheni by laying the resolu- 
tion upon the table, and weak as your platform is, looking in some degree to peace, 
as it does, in God's name do not place upon it a man who is pledged in everjf j^ct 
against which your platform declares. I am not ^tisfied with the answer of 
my ooUeague from Ohio, [Gen. MoROAy.] that George B. McClellan was acting 
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mideTm^m of the Presidenit H/^ iwas not obliged to mak^ these arrests, and thus 
^ive , his gfpnctiou, ,aad approval to them. Was he acting Under tfe© i[>rders of 
Abraham Lincoln, when, oarthe.4th day. of July, he delivered m' oratliOnif.fitijJVest 
Point, ill which he announced the same doctrinej? W,^s he acting iinder tjic^.^rd^rs 
of Abraham Lincoln when at Lake George he mude^,^ speech in which he filgp. pro- 
posed a continuance of the.vfar? If, in one case,. he was acting und^r order#, in 
the other he was acting under his own impulses, and I ask of .this convei^tion ^l|at 
is to be expecited of him after his speeches at West Point and Jjake George. They 
are direetly'opj^osed to a peace platform, and ii he accepts a nomination uppn it, 
a^fer what he has said, he stultifies himself, and, in my judgment, is unw^r^thy the 
support of the democratic party..

Mr. CARIlICr4N^; of Pennsylvania: I desire, in answer to the /strictures of the 
gentlenian fromt Maryland, [Mr. Harris,] and the gentleman from Qhio,.[Mr. 
Long,] that Gen. George J3. McClellan should speak for .liimself. . Alth.angh 
written, more than two years ^go, and constituting a portion of the record he makes 
against the efibrts of the present administration to change awar inaugurated JJbr the 
maintenance of the Union and the preservation of the Constitution,. into an abolition 
cnisad^, it is fully, applicable to the aspersions ot to-day. 'He is charged with 
collusion with President Lincoln in relation to the proclamation of emancipation. 
No charge could be more unjust and. so utterly lat variance with his well known a»nd 
oft repeated sentiments. Sir, he completelyVindicates himself in a letter to Brig.-

Is it not rather an unequivocal 
condemnation? *^ Say as little as possible about politics and tLe negro," but.eyery- 
thing and in a determined spirit, about the Union, the integrity of the Government 
and the protection of persons and property. How unlike this written record are the' 
charges made here to-day ! \t 

Aga,in, in a letter to Maj.-Gen. Ilalleck, commanding the Department of Misspnri, 
written November 11th, 1861, he says: 

** In regard to the political conduct cf affairs, you will please labor to impress upon the Inhabi- 
tants of Missouri and the adjacent States, that we are fighting solely lor the integrity of the Unlctn^ 
to uphold the power of our national government and to restore to the nation the blessings of peace 
and good ordel'." 

Do thfese 'Instructions to Gen. Ilallieck- sustain the uncharitable assertions of .the 
gentleman from Ohio, that George B. McClellan violated "the freedom of 
elections and the rights of citizens?"

The Convention re-assemble'd, pursuant to adjournment, at ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon.

Rev. L. J. HALSEY, D. 1)., of the Presbyterian Theological Seminary, OhicagOj 
opei^ed the proceedings with prayer, invoking. the Divine blessing as follows :

God; our J'ather, 
Tbo^h^h been the God of our fathers in years past, and Thou art our God, the God and preserver 
of our nation, and we do entreat Thee that Thou wilt look with favor upon all these men, and give 
them a resolve at this assemblage of the people here, under the Constitution of our beloved land, to 
inaugurate peace. we beseech Thee that Thou wilt direct all their deliberations ; that Thou wilt 
rule over all their deliberations yet to come ;, and bless the result of their decisions to the peace and 
prosperity of our land, to the restoration of law and order and integrity, throughout the nation, 
from North ,to South, and from East to West, to the good of our people everywhere, aud to the glpry 
of Thy gi-eat name and to the prosperity of Thy will and kingdom in the world. 

Lord, we beseech Thee that Thou wilt bless all the people with Thy richest blessings ; give unto 
them wisdom, patriotism, public spirit. Integrity and virtue ; aud in all the solemn cajjs uponthem, 
may they remember their dread accoutability to Thee, the final Judge. Lord, help -Thy sefrvants 
here assembled, by endowing them with a knowledge of their dependence upon Thee for all^isddm, 
and their accoutability to Thee the final Judge ; and we do entreat Thee, Father, that this assem- 
bly, in its deliberations and all the decisions which may be here made, may be governed and ruled 
by Thee fo- the good of our land ; for the integrity of our nation ; for the continuance of our gov-em- 
ment — the .''ystem of government sustained by our fathers; for the preservation of our national 
unity ; and for the restoration of peace and prosi^erity throughout ail the nation.

Mr. "Vf ICKLIFFE, of Kentucky : I desire to offer a resolution, which I regard as 
a privileged question, in reference to the future existence and continuance of the 
organization of this convention. I hope, if it is not a privileged question, there will 
be unanimous eonsent upon it. I am satisfied there can be no e^tception to it. The 
delegations from the West, including that State to which I am attached, are of opin- 
ion that circumstances may occur between this and the fourth of March, that will 
, make it necessary for the great mass of the democracy of this country to bo re- 
assembled. To get up a new coavestion is a work of delay and much difilculty ; and 
my object is, that the dissolution of this convention shall not be affected by its ad- 
journment, after it finishes its labors to-day,' but to leave it to the Executive Com- 
mittee, at- the instance of the democracy, jf any occasion shall require, to cpavcne 
usat such tiine and place as the National Executive Committee shall designate : . 

Resolved, That the Convention f^nall not be dissolved hv adjournment at the close of its luisiness, 
but shall romaiu as organized, Bubjifct to be called together at any time and i)lace that the Niv- 
ilonal Executive Committee shall desi^^nato. 
. V THE PRESIDENT: Under "the rule the resolution will be referred to the 
Committee on liesolutions. The question is upop. seconding the call for the pre- 
vioita question, upon the motion to proceed to nominate a candidate for the 
FresMency. 

A DELEGATE : The motion is to proceed to elect a candidate for the Presidency 
of the United Stales, by a call of the Stales. 

The eall for the previous question was sustained. 

The motion prevailed unanimously. "-^^

Union and do all we can to save the Union from inevitable destruction, so far as Ihe 
election of a President can do it, we surrender to George B. McCrellan, and cast our 
vote for him.

Gentlemen uponcHaiw 
swune their hats. Ladies waved their handkerchiefs. Every one joined in the 
grand shout of joy, caught up and echoed back and back again by the eager ^d 
Inthusiastic thousands who were unable to gain admission. As the vast asjembl^. 
was again subsiding to its wonted decorum, a number of members of the f cUellaa 
Executive Committee, of ^ew York, entered the hall with a large and \aiidsomj 
banner bearing a portrait of the hero of Antietam, and the ^^^^^^';^^, .^"^^^^^^^^ 
npon it in large characters : " MoCUUan, our CounM Jlope and ^ridefmd If 
I cannot haie the comw,and of even my, own men, all I ask ^ to he permitted U 
share tJceir fate on the field ofhattU:' The, banner was earned to the canopy_b«. 
hind the President's chair, where it was elevated amid the wildest enthusiasm of 
the people on the sight of that flag under which the brave and gallant generaJ gai* 
guch distinguished service to his country. 
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Gllmore-0 Band, from Boston, which had been introduced upon the floor, saluted 
the banner, with " Hail to the Chief ! " This, a second time, invoked the enthusi- 
asm of the audience, which found expression as before in thunders of applause aa4 
in the waving of handkerchiefs. 

While the cheers were yet deafening, Mr. Vallandigham of Ohio, took the stand. 
The vast audience of thousands knew as by intuition, the words he had to utter, snd 
greeted him with a fresh buret of applause, so deafening and continuous, that it waa . 
. many minutes before silence could be restored -sufficiently for his voice to he heard. 

Mr. YALLANDIGHAM, of Ohio : My position in regard to the question of can- 
didates, has not been doubtful previous to or since the commencement of the session 
of the Ck)nvention I but! am not of the number who resolved to support a candidate 
by beginning with a protestation against him. [Cheers.] From the first moment we 
assembled here to [the« last, I have been animated by but one sentiment, and 
that riearest my* heart— in this convention peace, to the end that there may bd 
p^ace in the land. [Loud and tremendous applause.] I now move, Mr. President, 
that the nomination just announced be declared to be the unanimous sense of this 
convention. [Loud and long-continued cheering.] \ 

Mr. McKEON, of New York : I rise to second the motion of my friend from 
Ohio. From the commencement, as he has said, I have been in favor of peace in 
the Convention and peace in the land. [Cheers.] I was in a minority in the dele- 
gation, and I am willing at all times to declare for whom I voted. My vote was giv- 
en in the delegation to Charles O'Connor, of New York. [Applause.]- I 
now rise to feaythatl shall give my support to Gen. George B. McClelian, with all 
the zeal and all the industry of which I am capable. [Enthusiastic cheers.] : I think 
the time has arrived when no further dissensions ought to exist in the democratic 
party with regard to candidates. It is time to close up our ranks. [Cheers,] , It ig 
time for us to stand as one man, [Cheers-] It is time for us to show to the admin- 
istration that we have resolved that it shall <;loso up on the fourth of March next.,* 
[Great cheering and laughter.] There can and should be no dissensions amongst us 
while we are met face to face with our enemies in politics. Let me tell you that if - 
Mr. Lincoln is Te-elected, no one ccin tell the additional horrors that will come upon 
this land. [Cheers.] There is not a man here of any note who will not be a marked . 
man; ihere is not a man here whose life, property and everything — whose wife, 
children and home — will not. be in danger should such a deplorable result follow 
as the election again of Abraham Lincoln. [Cheers.] We are in the midst of Ot 
revolution— a bloody revolution, and the democratic party has risen up to stem tho 
bloody tide ; and, in the name of the God of mercy, I beg of you, let us unite as one^ 
man to restore the government of the United States under the leadership of tho 
diBtingj|ished gentleman you have nominated. [Enthusiastic cheering.]. 

Mr. POWELL, of Kentucky : Gentlemen of the Convention, it is well known, I 
Buppose, to the members of the Convention, that the nominee was not my first 
choice for the office of President. The portion of the Kentucky delegation of which 
I am a member, cast their vote for that distinguished patriot and statesman. Gov. 
Seymour, of Connecticut ; and when we found that Gen. George B. IdcClellan re- 
ceived over two-thirds of the votes of the Convention, and not until then, we chang- 
ed our vote and cast it for Gen. McCIellan. [Lpud cheers.] I fully approve of the 
sentiment, utt^^red by my distinguished friend from Ohio, Mr. Vallandigham, that 
we desire peace here that we may have peace throughout this broad land.< [Cheers.]

[Loud 
cheers.]. I have every confidence in the nominee of the Convention, AS}a most excel- 
lent .atid able man ; and I have iiofear thatjwhile he is President, aijy.Jjody connect- 
ed witii him will issue such orders a^ tlios^i issued in Maryland, whicji have be?n 
mentioned before this convention. . You must mmember that when h<e i^sued^ ,tfceia 
he was a soldier serving in the army, not a politician. I believef that he wa^'im-^.j 
properly advis^fi in.thatmattior ;' and, sir,- as a peace man vfho 1ia« opposed this w^r 
from the beginning, never having voted a man or a dollar to carry it on, I neveR wiU 
occupy the position of one approving of the war or of the unjust acts connected with ^ 
it; but I believe that Gen. McCIellan^ as the nomineo of this convention, ^ould 
receive my support, and he wiil have It — my warm,hearty, zealous support, ,' '[Lpyd " 
cheers.]

The PRESIDENT: Gentlemen of the Convention, we are honored with the gre- 
gence'here tO-day, of one whose reputation has ever stood high with the (American 
people and whose reputation is the more endeared to us from his connection with 
the memory of Andrew Jackson. [Loud cheers.] I call upon Senator Allen, of 
Ohio; toaddress the Convention. 

Mr.' ALLEN", who was received with enthusiastic ;ai)plause, spoke as follows :' 
Gei^tlembn of the Convention : Men qf America : During the last four years 
our rulers have been so unfortunate as to make political and military mistakes which 
have exposed this nation to the con)pricatcd dangers of disintegration, despotism ' 
and anarchy. [Cheers.] The people of the nation jit large, irrespective of ^'p^rty 
badges or distinctions, have become sppalled at the dangers which threaten itjin 
the near future, and have looked around to find on earth some power capable* of 
rescuing them from these dangers to which they are exposed, an<l by which they 
are envfronedi They have found but One power, and that is th-e old democracy of 
the United States. [Great cheering.] In obedience to the calj of this endangered 
country, you have come forward here" and tendered your services to aid the balance ■ 
of your countrymen in the salvation of your country. [Cries of ^'goody'* and cheers.} 
Your deliberations are about to be brought to a conclusion ; and, fully aware that 
it was the unhappy split in our party four years ago which opened the way for the 
ingress of this destructive power, you are now bound by your own allegiance to the' 
Constitution of your country to clo=e up your ranks and act unitedly, as the only " 
means of saving it. [Cheers'] Hence it is that, notwithstanding the necessary and 
unavoidable diversity of sentiment in regard to unimporta-n-t and irrele^J^ant issues, ^ 
and in regard to the individuals named for the great olHce of President, in the end '• 
we behold what we are about to enjoy — the grand consummation of the union of 
the democratic party first, and then the Union of the States. [Loud cheers. JVWhilst^ 
there is a democrat in the land whose reason is not obscured by error, and' whose 
heart is undaunted by danger, there need be no despair of the Union or of the lib- 
erties of the people. The people have done wisely in calling the democracy to 
make this great effort for the country.

The States were then all in their proper places Within thfe Union, 'and Under tbi 
Constitution, and that Constitution four years ago remjunedi-s uncontiiminafced ami 
unbroken as when it received the signatiire of the "Father of his Country.* With 
such a record for the party in the past,, what could the nation do than see for itself 
^hat that body has never betrayed us, and that ujider it's wise administratiofi w 
prospered and we^ro happy. Under it we put down Hartford nuIiiflcatioii< and ^miih 
Carolina nuUitication without drawing a drop of blood. • [CheferiB.]' Wi^ nWer'drew 
a drop of blood, and we can say what no government on earth could say before, 
that under our administration peace and harmony prevailed, though the countrv ex^ 
tended over thirty-four States, a space well nigh as large as the whole? of Europe - 
occupied by a population made up from all parts of the world, speaking ©early all 
languages, and entertaining all manner of religic^a i sentiments, and Spread o^wpa 
land with a diversityof climate. and having a variety of Iqcab interests. • 

We maintained happiness and prosperity as long as the democratic party had c<»»- 
trol of the government. [Loud cheers.] .We admiiiistered/tho government without 
having drawn a drop of blood for a political offense. ./[Renewed cheers.]- 0wf 
President put down two such local difficulties a» that wMch ' existe^Jin the^-^uth 
in 1859 without oven drawing a sword.

[Laughter anil 
cheers:] How was- it in South Carolina, that State which threatened to secedse firom 
the Union in 1833 ? Andrew Jackson was then in power as Presfdent. Did lie 
murder hundredat of thousands of citizens to get rid of that local difficulty.? Thei^ 
was not a iford of it ; but on the contrary he appealed in a^reat proclamation ix> 
the reason and sense of the people to maintain the Union and the country; BecM 
what every democrat had done before him, and will do afterwards — he assumedtb* 
proppsition that mankind was capable of self-governmentj and that human H%8im 
iras sufficient to maintain it without powder and steel. [Loud and enthusiaiftJfr

The illustrious and eminent gentleman who presides over the deliberations of tl^
